I  am  fortunate  in  having  the  true  stock  of  this  great  border 
plant.  Telham  Beauty  originated  in  England  and  was  imported  in 
1899  before  the  quarantine  went  into  effect.  It  is  the  finest  form 
of  the  Peach-leaved  Bellflower  known,  and  is  remarkable  for  the 
size  of  its  lavender  flowers,  which  are  at  least  twice  as  large  as 
the  ordinary  campanula.  It  does  not  come  true  from  seed  and  can 
only  be  propagated  by  division. 

Flowers  from  my  plants  received  an  Award  of  Commendation 
from  the  Horticultural  Society  of  New  York  on  June  17,  1931.
